Compulsory Voting 


Australia’s so-called experiment in com 
pulsory voting has attracted periodic atten- 
tion, since its institution in 1924, from other 
nations of the British Commonwealth, and 
even in this Dominion provinces and muni- 
cipalities have been known to toy with the 
idea of following, equally experimentally, 
the Australian example. 

That it has thus far amounted to noth- 
ing in Canada may be due to doubt whether 
it is worth the time, energy and expenditure 
involved. A voter who votes without know- 
ing why had better stay at home. So had 
the voter who is taken for a ride to the pol 
ling booth and told how to mark his ballot. 

But indifference is not the only cause 
of non-voting Prof. H. Gosnell, of the 
University of Chicago, showed a few years 
when he tabulated the reasons at one 
typical civic election as follows: Illness, 12.1 
percent; absence, 11.1; domestic duties, 2.2; 
insufficient legal residence, 5.2; fear of loss 
of business

polls, 0.8; poor location of polling booth, 


0.8; fear of disclosing age, 0.3; disbelief in 
women’s voting, 7.8; husband’s objections,

And now comes more news from Aus- 
tralia, that the State of New South Wales 
is contemplating extension of compulsory 
voting in State elections to municipal elec- 
tions as well. If the State of New South 
Wales is sufficiently satisfied with the sys- 
tem on a State-wide scale to extend it to 
lesser elections, it gives one pause to ask 


whether so many democracies can all be 
wrong.
